House Committee on Un-American Activitie s staff, that the Agency 
has no record of the two people on whom he requested name checks. 

13. (Unclassified - JMM) At the request of the Director's office, 
called the office of Representative Gilbert Gude and, in his absence, 
talked with Mr. Mark Mathis regarding the possibility of briefing 
some high school "interns" from Mr. Gude's district. Mr. Mathis 
explained that the Congressman had arranged for 21 high school seniors 
to get briefings on various Government agencies between 24 June and 

12 July, mainly to acquaint them with how the Government works, but 

also for the benefit of those among them who might be interested in 

Government employment. The briefings will be held on the Hill, 

and the schedule is flexible. I told Mr. Mathis that on the basis of STAT 

this information, I would call him back and give him an answer shortly.
